Twice we were 
held up for hours by slippery as- 
cents—once at a place where a truck 
had, only a few minutes before, skid- 
ded off tlie road and crashed down an 
embankment. We covered only 113 
miles in that interval, 


Yet over this'road a fighting China

Travel Problems 


Buses from Kweiyang to Chung-

Travelers are driven to ex- 
treme measures to get about-as in 
the case of the Englishman I saw in 
Kunming. 


Accompanied by two servants, he 


had come all tlie way from Rangoon, 
some 1500 miles, in an ordinary taxi.

State Sales Tax 


.Movement-Begun for Peti- 


tion, Which Would Tie 


Up Collections 


LITTIvE ROCK.—A movement was 


started here Tuesday to, refer the 1939 
Crawford sales tax law at the 190 gen- 
eral election. J. Charles, Lonthlcum, 
Little Rock lawyer, was named tem- 
porary chairman l'of the moveWent at 
a meeting held in his office Wednesday. 


If the campaign^ is successful, the 


Crawford act, which repealed the ex- 
piration clause of tKe'1937 sales tax law, 
would be inoparative until it had been 
voted on in the 1940 general election. 
The state's sale tax law would expire 
June 30. 


The act was passed in the' closing 


days of the 1939 session when it became 
apparent a new sales tax 'law might 
not bo voted before adjournment. It 
was one of the shortest bills of the ses- 
sion. 


Since the act was designed to re- 


enact the 1937 law, it did not carry an 
emergency clause and will become ef- 
fective ^ 90 days after adjournment of 
the, legislature. 


'Under the state's referendum law, 


only 6 per cent of the signatures 'of 
voters in the last general election will 
be necessary to refer the law. It was 
estimated less .than 8,500 signers will 
be necessary.

He told how he had never spent more 
than five days in once place, so busy 
was he fighting wars, attending peace 
conferences, and otherwise .trying to 
hold together what he had accumulat- 
ed. He reckoned his empire was too 
big for one man tb handle, but he did 
not know why.'
